WHY MARSHFIELD 


WANTS GRAND JURY 


Marshfield citizens have apparently 


hot cooled off: any in their efforts to 
secure an investigation in that city 
that will go to the bottom of things. 
as'is evident from the following com 
munjeation/ addressed to Judge l'.\r'- 
and signed by a number of the pr.>- 
.minent citizens there. 
The article is 


taken from the Marshfleld Herald anil 
is as follows: 
"To the Honorable Byron II. Park, 
Circuit Judge. Seventh Judicial -'.:ir- 
cuita of Wisconsin: 
In response to your re^uesc through 
District Attorney Chas. E. l.'.riere. v.-e 
most respectfully sub in It lh-» follow- 
ing brief statement of -ooiiiliti.ms ex- 
isting in and about tlu- City <-f Morsli- 
field,. .whic'h In'our opinion fully justi- 
fies the calling of a Graji-J Jury in 
Wood County: 
It is a matter of general knowledge 
that a member of the Marshfield 'Wa- 
ter and Light-commission; whose pow- 
er and duty it was to hire, regulate 
and if advisable discharge the 
em- 
ployees of the city in that department, 
was the companion and consort of L. 
B. Carl, defaulting- superintendent of 
that department, whose defalcations 
extend back over a period more than 
threu years, for the past two years, 
knew of reckless expenditures-of said 
Carl far in excess of what might be 
expected of a man of Carl's income, 
and of his gross neglect of duty; that 
said member knew of and concealed 
from the common council for u long 
period, 
actual defalcations of 
said 
Carl and 
obstructed efforts 
of 
the 
Council toward an 
inestigation-' of 
Carl's accounts. It is '.publicly charg- 
ed that other members'of the commis- 
sion knew of conduct on the part of 
said Carl, indicating shortages. Char- 
ges of graft in that free. service was 
furnished employees of the city in the 
water and light department and un- 
just and unlawful rebates were allow- 
ed to others, are made. 
Large purchases of machinery have 
been made both in the light and water 
department and 
other city depart- 
ments 
under 
circumstances 
which 


have given rise to suspicion of graft. 


Cement contractors doing work for 


the city in large consignments are 
reported to have received higher rates 
from the city than they charge pri- 
vate individuals on small jobs, and 
collusions between these contractors 
an<2 city officials is charged. 
Lots and grounds of foreign, prop- 


erty owners are allowed to go without 
effort at improvement or proper main- 
tenance of walks, clearing of abutting 
public grounds and terraces, under cir- 
cumstances indicating graft .or mal- 
feasance on the part of public ofilcers. 


City bonds in large. amounts are 
charged to have been sold at private 
«ale without the legal formalities in 
advertising for bids and without f u l l 
publicity and at rates of interest which 
indicate that there may have been 
graft out of a premuim from such sale. 


Conclusive evidence is obtainable 


and it is a matter of public know- 
ledge- that threats have been made 
both verbally and in writing to pub- 
lic ollicers and prominent 
residents 


to intimidate them in the performance 
of their duty as citizens. 


Violations of the corrupt practices 
acts are charged in elections, and evi- 
dence is obtainable of grave abuses in 
this respect. 
Saloons are open and selling liquor 


on Sundays and at all hours of the 
night in violation of city ordinances 
and the state laws, and the saloon ele- 
ment is so strongly entrenched and is 
encouraged by ciiiicials to such an ex- 
tent that it is impossible and danger- 
ous, physically and financially for any 
private citixen or single olllcial to at- 
tempt tu enforce !nw and order in 
that respect. 
Charges of indecency and lewdness, 


of lewd exhibitions and 
disgraceful 
conduct are made against public of- 
licers to the moral degradation of the 
community. 
Gambling in many sa- 


loons-is common. 
There are. grave charges of irregu- 


larities in the purchase of the site, let- 
ting of contracts and furnishing of ma- 
terials in the. construction of the Wood 
County .Asylum. 
We believe that the conditions above 
stated fully warrant the calling of a 
Grand Jury and that a thorough in- 
vestigation will lead to the indict- 
ment and conviction of a number of 
guilty parties whose crimes and mal- 
feasances are a menace to the com- 
munity. 
We respectfully represent, however, 


that in order to render a Grand Jury 
investigation effective, in view of the 
wealth, political prominence and a- 
deptness in corruption of some of thc- 
suspected persons, and the number and 
activity of their unscrupulous allies, 
it is imperative that such investigation 
be conducted by a vigorous, fearless 
and incorruptable prosecutor. 
It is a 
matter of general repute in this com- 
munity that the present district at- 
torney is a political associate of some 
of these suspected persons and is un- 
der business and political obligations 
to them which .would rend.er his work 
as a prosecutor in such proposed in- 
vestigation difficult if not'impossible 
ffir him, and would in any event sub- 
ject him to the suspicion of bad faith 
and collusion. 
We .further state that 
the said District Attorney is reported 
to have consorted with certain su.s- 
pedted persons in this City and t<> have 
had knowledge of and participated in 
acts which may make necessary his. 
appearance before such Grand Jury 
as a witness if not sis an offender, and 
that in the prosecution of one matter 
at least he is openly accused of dila- 
tory tactics and an effort to shield cer- 
tain alleged accomplices of an iio.-u.s- 
ed criminal. 
It is also a m.Utor of 


common report that there is collusion 
between the said District Attorney 
and the applicant for this proposed 
gi-and jury investigat.oi). and that 
the said application is made for the 
purpose of either having the necessity

Madison.^—The report of the state 


agricultural department just issued 
shows the year 1913 has been highly 
productive to tho farmers of^ the state 
of Wisconsin, this state leading all 
other states in the union in the pro- 
duction of grains and grasses. This 
is accounted - for by favorable cli- 
matic conditions, and the fact that 
Wisconsin farmers are giving more 
attention to the selection of seed and 
the preparation of the soil for plant- 
ing, and cultural practices through- 
out the season. 
The average yield of wheat for 


the state is 19.2 bushels, the central 
and southern divisions showing a 
yield of 19.4 as against 18.7 for the 
northern section. The average yield 
of rye in the northern division is 
17 9 bushels; central division, 17-5;

"Last year in Wisconsin the frost in- 


jured a '.awe share of ouneorn. It has 
done so again this year. 
But v/e no- 


tice that it lias-done this injury only 
to late growing varieties. When corn 
is once frosted it checks the ripening 
and hardening ot'-the ear and as a con- 
sequence we have an over supply of 
soft corn. 
We are quite apt, too. to 


be delayed in spring planting by unto- 
ward weather. 
These facts should 


teach us to avoid .planting the later 
maUii-iiifc varieties'even though they 
do produce more per acre, 
.ft is bet- 


ter for .silo filling even to use an earli- 
er corn, though the frost does less 
damat'e for the silo than for the crib."

a misdemeanor. 
1C such a law should 


be adopted in Wisconsin as has been 
adopted In many states it would, re- 
duce the number killed in .right of 
way accident to a 
minimum. 
For 


some reason, however, the legislature 
failed to adopt any law on the subject. 
It is probable, however, that a new law 
covering this'point will be adopted by 
the next legislature." • 


It is a-iwaste of time for parents .to 


keep warning their children of. the 
dangers of trespassing upon railroad 
property, when the parents themselves 
do so. 
It is a common sight at any 


lime of the year to see scores of men, 
women and children 
walking along 


the railroad tracks simply in order 
that they may arrive home sooner. 
Take a "short cut" is the rule-and if 
this effort to reduce distance results 
in the loss of a' life or limb we all 
blame fho railroad company, when the 
real fault is due to the trespasser. 
Railroad lines were meant for train, 
not fo'r public highways. 
We would 


not permit them to -run trains down 
our sidewalk or private road. 
Then 


why should we expect the railroads 
to look with favor upon the public use 
of their propei.-ty. :ff you trespass, you 
must expect to pay the cost. Simply 
because you have escaped an accident 
while trespassing upon railroad prop- 
erty so far, does rfot mean, that you 
will always be so fortunate. 
The best 


way to do i.s to keep off the'railroad 
property at all times when you have 
no business there.

SELECTING SEED CORN 
IMPORTANT TO FARMER 


One- of the most essential features of 


a. successful iarmei is Ins ability IT 
select good seed 
There js no need of 


a farmer purchasing seed coin tor it 
hi hJ1) a well developed field of coin 
he can nelect seed that will grow bet 
ter imdrr his local conditions than 
that he can purchase. 


One of the most essential points is to 


fealhei thf seed coin before a ha.id 
iree/e Corn at this time Is.fiom one- 
half to one thiid watei and a tree/e 
kills the germ. 


Ti om your eai liest planted 
field 


choose well matured ears, fiom 
the 


'most.'vigorous'-'stalks. 


Choose ears from a tnedium height, 


Tf the highest ears aie selected the 
corn will ..gradually become late and 
if the lowest ears are selected: an early 
corn with shallow'kernels''and with 
furrows between the rows. will, be'-prp- 
duc'ed". 
Pick" ears .that droop': over, .so 


that their'tip is turned downward. 
Such ears shed' water better.-and. are 
usually drier than ears.standing.v:up- 
right. The shank .should be^short,. as 
ears with,Jong shanks are harder to 
husk and more obten damaged. Husks 
long enough to cover the. tip of the 
ear so as to prevent damage from in- 
sects or disease. . If the husks extend 
too far beyond the. point .of the. ear 
they are usually tightly .closed so that 
it .cati/not dry.oiit well and is difficult 
to husk. . 


• The. same day .the seed, is gathered 
the husked ears'should be put in a dry 
place -where there is free circulation 
of air and placed in such a manner 
that the .ears do not touch.each other. 
The vitality of seed corn is consider- 
ably.reduced and often ruined by leav- 
ing it in a pile or a sack for even one 
day after gathering,

• I t is. a bad. practice to hang corn in 
the direct sunshine just after, it is 
picked. 
On'warm afternoons, the sun 


will warm it sufficiently to start, the 
germ so that freezing or drying- will 
kill or weaken it.

TO SAVE FRUIT TREES. 


In order that the orchards of the 


stale be safely protected from winter 
killing and the inroads of mice and 
robbits, it is necessary that a few sim- 
ple precautions be taken at once to in- 
sure the protection of the trees during 
the coming winter. 


Sprays of lime sulphur, .while they 


may repel the rabbits and mice for a 
short time,'are not recommended by 
horticulturist's of the College' of Agri- 
culture of the University.of Wisconsin 
because they are not lasting' and re- 
quire too frequent applications during 
the season. 
Simple guards against 


rabbits, such as wrapping well the 
Lrunks of the trees with gunny sack- 
ing, rags, etc., and tying securely.,with 
cord, or the placing "of lath around the 
smaller trees are common and cheap 
methods. 
. . . 


Wire netting and veneer are also

Inroads of mice may be forstalled af- 
ter a, snow storm by tramping down 
the snow for several feet around the 
tree and packing it close to the ground, 
which prevents the mice from creep- 
ing to the roots of the trees underneath 
the snqw banks. If tar paper is used 
to wrap trees it is advisable to remove 
it early in the spring, for when left, 
on too. long it adheres to the bark, 
causing injury. 


Various materials are frequently re- 


commended for applying to the bark 
to keep .the rabbits from girdling the 
trees. One which is very 
frequently 


right at hand is the viscera of freshly 
killed rabbits or other small .animals, 
which may be smeared upon the trunk 
and branches. It is-usually necessary 
to repeat-this operation two or three 
times during the winter months In or- 
der to give thorough protection. Poi- 
soned baits are sometimes recommend- 
ed, but they are rather risky.

MOTHER unconfirmed report of' 
the death of Menelik II., emperor 
of Abyssinia, has drawn attention 
to that monarch's Isolated and lit- 
tle-known kingdom, which since 
the monarch's Illness has -been 
governed-by a council of ministers. 
The present ruler's reign began in 
1889, when, taking advantage of 
' the disordered state of northern 
Abyssinia, 
Menelik 
proclaimed 


himself king of k'lngs of Ethiopia 


4 
on March 12, 1889, and was 


crowned at Entollo on November 3 of the same 
year. Has Mangascla, a natural son of .Theodora. 
made several attempts to regain power, but Mene- 
lik 'defeated all efforts to overthrow him. 
He 


conducted bin government with firmness and 
eagacity and steadily consolidated his power. 


In the first year of his reign he made a treaty 


with the Italians, practically placing Abyssinia 
under their protectorate, they on their part agree- 
Ine to lend'him 4,000,000 francs. In consequence 
of disputes with the Italians and their encroach- 
ment on his territory and also of differences re- 
lative- to the Ucclall treaty Menelik raised . a 
large army and Inflicted a serious reverse on the 
Italian advance guard at Umbalago in December, 
1895 
The Negus then made propositions of 


'peace but they were unacceptable to the Italians 
as they Included a demand for retirement and 
also for a modification of the Ucciali treaty. 


On February 24, 1896, the Abyssinlans concen- 


trated at Adowa and were pursued there by the 
Italian forces under General Baratierl. The Ital- 
ian troops advanced against the Abyssinlans In 
three columns, but the configuration of the cpun- 
try' permitted Menelik to concentrate his men In 
an attack on the left column, and the other two 
columns being prevented—partly by the config- 
uration of the ground and partly it is said by bad 
dispositions consequent on a want of unanimity 
amongst the generals—from arriving in time to 
assist the Italians suffered an overwhelming de- 
feat with a loss of 7,000 men killed and wounded. 
This caused the fall of Signer Crispl's govern- 
ment, and./Jeneral ,Valles was sent with 
full 


power to treat, and an agreement fully recogniz- 
ing the independence of Abyssinia was signed. 


Menelik had three concubines, by whom he had 


'one son, who died at the age of thirteen, and 
two daughters. 
One of them, Zeodita (Judith), 


married a Dijasmach who was governor of the 
Wonomlgra Gallas, and the other, Schoagascb, 
married Rao Michael, governor of the Wollo Galla 
country. 
.•' 
Menelik married In 1S83 Taltou,' the present 


empress. She was a daughter of Batul, a former 
Ras of Gondar, where the women are famous for 
their white skins. She.herself was a great .beau- 
'ty and very fair. .She first married Waldo Ga- 
briel, one of King Theodore's generals, but he 
was killed by Theodore shortly after their mar- 
riage. 
Soon after King Theodore's death she 


took for her second husband Dedjaz Tekla Geor- 
gls, wiom she divorced. . She was then married 
for the third time to the governor of one of the 
prbvijnces, who was subsequently imprisoned by 
KingUohn of Abyssinia. She then returned to a 
convent for a time but left .there to marry the 
Kanjazmach Likargacho. 
Then Menelik fell in 


love with her, and in 18S3, all obstacles- having 
been removed, she made him her fifth husband. 


Queen' Taitou has borne Menelik no children. 


She has the reputation of being a' woman of 
unusual strength of character and is said to have 
had great influence with Ser husband. She does 
not, however, share his views with regard to the 
encouragement of foreigners and foreign. ways, 
but is much more Inclined to discourage foreign 
.Intercourse and foreign civilization and to keep 
Abyssinia and Its inhabitants to the customs and 
cruder methods of the -old regime. 
According 


to report it was she who stiffened the backbone 
of Menelik during the varying fortunes of the 
battle of Adowa, and It .was her advice that in- 
duced him to hold on until the ammunition of the 
Italian column was exhausted and so enabled 
him to surround and decimate the force opposing 
him. A clever retort is ascribed to Queen Taltou 
when a foreign representative was ..impressing

prestige of Menelik. He presented President 
Carnot with the Order of the Holy Ghost and 
also sent him two tame lions. Afterwards he 
renewed negotiations with France, which had 
lapsed in 189.1. He also sent a mission to the 
czar and In February, 1897, he concluded a com- 
mercial treaty with the French, who in March 
of the same year dispatched an embassy under 
M. Lagarde to his court. 
In 1898 a British mission under Sir Rennell 


Rodd was received by Menelik In great state, 
20,000 troops being present, and in spite of the 
efforts of Cplonel Leontieff at the head of the 
Russian mission and Prince Henri d'Orleans, who 
were endeavoring to Induce him to thwart Brit- 
ish efforts .in Soudan, a treaty was concluded 
between the British government and Menelik. 
A curious circumstance connected with the Brit- 
ish embassy was that the average height of the 
officials of the mission was over sir feet, which 
fact appears to have greatly Impressed the Abys- 
sinians. The chief points of the treaty, which 


' was ratified by Queen Victoria in July, were a 


settlement of the British Somali Protectorate 
frontier, the keeping open of the trade route 
froin Zeylah to Harrar, and the prevention of 
transit through Abyssinia of arms for the Mah- 
dists. In a letter to Queen Victoria Menelik said, 
"A treaty of peace now exists between our gov- 
ernments, and we hope it will increase In firm- 
ness and last forever." 
In April, 1898, Lieutenant Harrington of the 


Bombay staff 'corps—now Sir John Lane Har- 
rington, K. C. M. G.—who had been acting as 
British vice-consul on the Somali 
coast, was 


sent as British agent to Mehelik's court, where 
he remained up to 1909. His firmness and the 
able management of such questions as arose 
from time to time between the British and Abys- 
sinian governments gained him the confidence of 
Menelik > and gave him considerable Influence In 
the country. 
•In October, 1S98, Ras Mangascia, governor of 
Tigre,. rebelled and a large force was sent against 
him, 
but eventually negotiations .were opened up 


and they settled matters amicably. 
Since that 


period Menelik continued consolidating his power, 
and his great force of character made itself felt 
to such an: extent that peace has reigned through- 
out all his dominions from one end of the coun- 
try to the other; the mandates of Menelik have 
been received with profpund;respect and Implicit- 
ly obeyed. 
One nation after another has dis- 


patched a representative to Abyssinia, and Mene- 
lik was until his recent illness in. touch with the 
whole • civilized world. ' 


In-November, 1909, Menelik was' struck with 


cerebral paralysis and was stated to be at the 
point of death. A proclamation in his name was 
read to the chiefs preaching peace and unity 
and obedience to the successor he had selected, 
•Lij Yasu. Ras Tesamma was to continue to'he 
the guardian of his heir, and his majesty called 


V down the curse of the Almighty on anyone who 


might attempt to oppose his successor. 
After 


this he recovered his bodily health, but was too 
feeble mentally to attend to his work. He suf- 
fered another relapse in the summer of 1909, but

Voyagers whose ways take them "somewhere 


east of Suez" may know' something of DJU>out: 
but to the average person Djibouti Is practical! 
unknown. 
Suffice it to say that, although si 


uated in the French Somallland protectorate, 1 
Is practically the only port that serves the coun 
trv of Abyssinia. 
From Djibouti a single- track 
(metregauge 


railway runs to DIre-Dawa, some 185 miles In 
land 
The trains run twice a week and the jour 


ney frequently takes 11 hours to accomplish, 
passing through some of the most desolate desert 
country Imaginable. . 
Dire-Dawa has grown up around the railway 


terminus, and as it Is some 3,000 feet above the 
sea level is much cooler than Djibouti. The place 
IB not very large, but the wide streets and white- 
washed buildings give the place un air of space 
and cleanliness. 
There is a large Arab and 


Somali settlement adjoining. Here one comes 
under Abyssinian officialdom and one's baggage 
ha« to pass the Abyssinian customs, usually not 
a very trying ordeal. 
At DIre-Dawa travelers to Adis Ababa have to 


arrange their own caravans for the journey. 
Both mules and camels are available,,but usually 
mules are taken, as they cover the journey in 
much quicker time than camels, which are usual- 
ly only employed for heavy baggage and mer- 
chandise. 
One has choice of three routes from 


Dlre-Dawa to the capital—the Cher-cher route, 
by which one travels along the Cher-cher, moun- 
tain range through fine forest and amongst beau- 
tiful pine-topped hills. This route is rather long- 
er than the others, but Is by far the most com- 
fortable, as It Is cooler, and one may purchase 
fresh provisions—milk, eggs, and sheep—from 
the small Abyssinian" villages that one passes 
en route. 
Camels are unable to take this track, 


owing to the many steep ascents and descents, 
which can only be managed by mule or donkey. 


The' second trail is via the Asabot, passing 


along the foot of the Cher-cher range and joining 
the former route near the Hawash river. 
This 


route passes through the flat Danakil country, 
through great forests'of mimosa trees and occa- 
sional open plains, where one meets from time 
to time enormous herds' of cattle and camels 
guarded 
by fierce-looking Danakil shepherds 


armed with spears and curved knives. No pro- 
visions can be purchased on this route, but It 
is fairly good going except during the very dry 
season before tha rains begin, when water Is 
apt to be scarce. 
The .third route,, the Bllan, runs farther north 


In the Danakil country, and though flat Is very 
trying on account of the great heat and long 
marches that have to be made from watering 
place to watering place. 


From Tchoba it Is two days' journey to Gon- 


dabourka at the foot of the Balchl pass. Here 
the track rises nearly 900 feet, a sheer ascent, 
and the steepest climb on the journey. The path 
is simply cut along the mountain side, • and at 
times one Is about sii Inches from a drop of 200 
feet. From Balchi the road is very uninteresting, 
passing through long rolling plains of cultivated 
land, and about two days brings one in sight of 
the capital. 


The view of the city as one approaches Is very 


fine. A large circle of hills surrounds It, and 
on a small elevation running out Into the center 
of the circle is built the "guebi," or emperor's 
palace. There are hardly any buildings-of impor- 
tance, and the guebi Itself Is but * miscellaneous 
collection of semi-European and native buildings.
